A trial for a man accused of 
killing a 21-year-old Grayling 
man four years ago is scheduled 
to begin next month. 

Michael Patrick Bergan, 44, is 
scheduled to go on trial Monday, 
July 11, 

Bergan was arraigned in 
February, 2004 on a charge of 
open murder and use of a firearm 
during a felony for allegedly 
killing Shane Piehl, 21, of 
Grayling, in order to steal 
OxyContin, a powerful and high- 
ly addictive pain drug. 

Piehl was shot in the head at 
close range with a .22-caliber 
rifle on a two-track off Four Mile 
Road near I-75 south of 
Grayling. The slaying occurred 
May 29, 2001. 

During final pre-trial motions, 
Circuit Court Judge Dennis P. 
Murphy on Friday ruled that 
statements made by Bergan and 
his ex-wife while Crawford 
County Sheriff’s Deputies were 
searching their home after the 
slaying could be used at his trial. 
Murphy said that deputies were 
not required to read Bergan his 
Miranda Rights because he was 
not taken into custody or under 
arrest. Further, Murphy said that 
police requesting that the 
Bergans not enter their home so 
that the evidence ‘WAS.

search procedure. 

Peter Shumar, Bergan’s court 
appointed . attorney from 
Traverse City, argued that the

Grayling Township and CMS 
Energy officials have been 
involved in litigation over the 
tax appraisals on the plant since 
1996. 

CMS Energy has offered to 
settle the dispute by having the 
plant valued at $9.7 million

New Sherwood Forest entrance a 
sign of continued improvement

After dealing with bouts of 
crime and vandalisin, Sherwood 
Forest residents decided it was 
time for a change. Last winter, 
this Grayling residential area 
established a 


occurring. 

Now, months later, area resi- 
dents have taken steps to prove 
that Sherwood Forest: is still a 
great neighborhood in which to 
live. 

“T thought it would be good if 
we showed a little bit of pride in 
our neighborhood,” said 
Sherwood Forest resident Al 
Peterson, who is a coordinator of 
the neighborhood watch group. 
The leaders of the neighborhood 


. watch program suggested that 


the entrance sign be rebuilt and 
re-landscaped. 

“We. certainly didn’t have to 
beg for help,” said Jim 
McMillan, a street captain in the 
neighborhood watch. Actually, 
the community jumped on the 
idea, and they soon found that 
they had more volunteers than 
they could actually use on the 
project. 

“There are probably a dozen 
different families that volun- 
teered in the work there,” said 


+ McMillan. The original neigh- 


borhood entrance sign was a 
monument-like structure located 
on a lot that 1s collectively owned 
by all the neighborhood resi- 
dents. Neighborhood watch 
members were unsure of its age, 
but it had existed since before 
Peterson had moved into the area 
in the mid 1970s. 

“We had shrubs here that were 
so big people that lived here did- 
n’t even know we have a planter 
behind them,” said Peterson. The 
shrubs were removed from the 
lot. The entrance sign was 
redesigned and _— repainted. 
Additional landscaping is cur- 
rently in the works, and neigh- 
bors will take turns tending to 
lawn maintenance. 

“I’ve never seen so many fam- 
ilies or neighbors on a project 
like that,’ said Peterson. 
Someone even anonymously 
donated cedar shakes for the roof 
of the structure. The reason for 
the high enthusiasm is most like- 
ly about more than just an 
entrance sign. 

“T think it’s a representation of 
unity and togetherness and work- 
ing together on a common goal,”

said McMillan. Peterson indicat- 
ed that the neighborhood watch 
is not about busting troublesome 
kids, but is rather focused on 
increasing communication and 
emphasizing respect. 

“Communication is the big 
part,’ said Peterson. — The 
improvements to the sign are 
reflective of improvements to the 
overall community. Peterson 
recently asked neighborhood res- 
tents if the neighborhood has 
improved since the inception of 
the program. According to 
Peterson, most felt that things 
were indeed looking up. . 

“It’s better, Sure, there’s still 
some problems,” said Peterson. 
Speeding, on the part of both 
adults and young people, remains 
an issue, 

“Don't think we’re laying ail 
this on young people or juve- 
niles, because that’s not the 
case,” said Peterson. 
Nevertheless, it is likely that a 
young perpetrator was responsi- 
ble for the theft of two of the four 
newly placed neighborhood 
watcli signs. 

“tt was a disrespect for author- 
ity. It was a disrespect for the 
sheriff who put them there,” said 
Peterson, who also stated that it

is likely that the party responsi- 
ble for the theft had probably not 


stopped to consider the volunteer 


time and money that was 
involved in the placement of the 
signs. Whoever is in possession 
of the signs is encouraged to 
return them. 

Despite this ‘issue, positive 
changes seem to be outweighing 
the negative. For example, 
Peterson spoke to one neighbor- 
hood woman who said that since 
the neighborhood watch began, 
“she has been shown so much 
more respect now than before.” 

“One hundred percent of the 
people that have been contacted 
{to join) in this neighborhood are 
part of the neighborhood watch 
program,” said Peterson, Due to 
the mechanics of the program, 
neighbors are required to meet 
each other. In some cases, fami- 
lies who have been living in close 
proximity for years are really 
getting to know each other for 
the first time. 

The continued success or fail- 
ure of this program is clearly 
important to Crawford County as 
a whole, as there are many other 
areas in the community that are 
dealing with the exact same 
issues.

Exchange Expo was held last 
week on June 9, featuring booths 
from 23 various public and pri- 
vate organizations that are inter- 
ested in ensuring safe and 
healthy living for Crawford 
County residents. 

“I find that people are very, 
very unaware of what’s available 
out there to help. them,” said 
Diane Campbell, event chairper- 
son and an adult protective serv- 
ices worker. The event featured 
several speakers who highlighted 
ways to take advantage of vari- 
ous programs that are available 
locally. Professionals helped cit- 
izens disseminate policies and 
regulations that are otherwise 
very difficult to understand. 

“L spend a lot of time reading 
Department of Human Services 
manuals, which is a lot of fun 
because they change overnight,” 
said guest speaker Loretta Miller, 
from the Oscoda Department of 
Human Resources. She and 
other speakers highlighted 
changes to Medicare that will 
soon be taking effect. These 
changes are the end result of the 
senior drug plan reforms that 
were making big news in 2003. 

The biggest change is the addi- 
tion of Part D to Medicare cover- 
age, which reduces prescription 
drug costs for seniors in a series 
of intervals that depend on the 
total dollar cost of drugs pur- 
chased over a period of time. 

Locally, one of the biggest 
issues facing adults is exploita- 
tion, financial or otherwise. As 
an adult protective services
